Justice Department’s torture inquiry narrows

WASHINGTON — The Justice Depart- 
ment’s review of detainee abuse by the CIA 
will focus on a very small number of cases, 
including at least one where an Afghan pris- 
oner died at a secret facility, according to two 
sources briefed on the matter. 

On Friday, seven former CIA directors 
urged President Barack Obama to end the 
inquiry, arguing that it would inhibit intelli- 
gence operations in the future and demoralize 
agency employees who believed they already 
had been cleared by previous investigators. 

“Attorney General (Eric) Holder’s deci- 





sion to reopen the crimi- 
nal investigation creates 
an atmosphere of con- 
tinuous jeopardy for 
those whose cases the 
Department of Justice 
"| had previously declined 
to prosecute,” the direc- 
tors wrote. 

Opposition to the 
probe has grown in the 
weeks since Holder or- 
dered it, even as the 
outlines of the inquiry have become more 
clear. Among the cases under review will be 
the death seven years ago of a young Afghan 
man, who had been beaten and chained to a

concrete floor without blankets, according to 
the sources. The man died in the cold night at 
a secret CIA facility north of Kabul, known 
as the Salt Pit. 

The November 2002 episode at the Salt 
Pit, and the significant details about the case 
that remain murky, highlight the challenges 
facing prosecutor John Durham, named by 
Holder to consider whether to launch a full- 
scale criminal investigation into agency in- 
terrogators who may have broken the law 
during the Bush years. 

Holder made his decision in part because 
of new, unspecified elements that came to 
light since the cases were investigated years 
ago, according to one of the sources.

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Navy won’t 
confirm any 
punishment 
in hazing 
scandal

WASHINGTON — Two years 
after naval investigators uncov- 
ered a hazing scandal inside a 
Bahrain-based canine unit, in- 
cluding numerous cases of violent 
attacks and sex crimes, officials 
can’t say whether anyone was 
ever disciplined or demoted. 

Naval investigators have con- 
firmed 93 instances of hazing 
within the Bahrain Military 
Working Dogs Division. One sail- 
or, who several times was forced 
to simulate oral sex on other men, 
was later kicked out of the Navy 
for being gay. Another commit- 
ted suicide after being charged 
with failing to stop the abuse. 

But naval officials say that as 
far as they are concerned, the 
case is closed, an embarrassing 
one-time problem that is now 
completely in the past. 

“This case does not reflect who 
we are as a Navy,” said Capt. Wil- 
liam Fenick, spokesman for the 
Navy’s_ installations command 
headquarters. “We believe it was 
an isolated incident.”

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Hazing: No records of disciplinary action

But for former Petty Officer 3rd Class Jo- 
seph Christopher Rocha, the Navy’s reluctance 
to dispense justice — especially to the sailor 
he says led the abuse — means the closed case 
remains an open wound. 

Shortly after the investigation, he admitted 
to commanders that he is gay. 

“The Navy has failed to get a single charge 
to stick to [the ringleader], but I got kicked 
out,” he said. “I couldn’t lie anymore about 
who I was.” 

More than a dozen sailors from the unit 
were implicated in an investigator’s report 
that detailed attempted rapes, frequent vis- 
its by prostitutes, beatings of younger sailors 
and other illegal activities between 2004 and 
2006. Fenick told Stars and Stripes that by 
the time the investigator’s report was issued, 
most of the offenders had moved on to other 
assignments. 

New commanders of any sailors involved 
were made aware of the report, and had the 
authority to issue demotions or further pun- 
ishment as a result of the crimes. But Fenick 
said the Navy did not track whether any were 
punished, and it will not release personnel 
records that might show whether anyone was 
held accountable. 

Naval officials would not say whether any 
charges were brought against the offenders. 


But Rocha said he knows of two who were 
charged: the alleged ringleader and Petty Of- 
ficer 1st Class Jennifer Valdivia, who was the 
unit’s second in command. 

Rocha said he was scheduled to testify 
against the alleged ringleader in late 2007 
when charges were dropped without explana- 
tion. Valdivia committed suicide in January 
2007, days after being accused of silently al- 
lowing the behavior to continue. 

Rocha called that another injustice. 

“She had no power to stop them,” he said. 
“She was humiliated in front of us if she put up 
any objections.” 

Fenick could not confirm any details of any 
charges leveled against Valdivia, but said of- 
ficials did conduct a separate investigation 
that confirmed suicide as the cause of her 
death. Investigators did not speculate as to her 
motive. 

The commander in charge of the Bahrain 
unit at the time of the hazing incidents did not 
lose his job and was recently promoted to se- 
nior chief, Navy documents show. 

Rocha, who still receives counseling for 
stress disorders related to the abuse, said he 
believes the Navy failed him and a number of 
other sailors by mishandling the case. 

The investigation report details several 
times when sailors, including Rocha, were 
forced to simulate gay sex acts on other men, 


both during public training sessions and as 
punishment for mistakes. In another instance, 
two women in the division were handcuffed to 
a bed and forced to imitate lesbian sex while 
other sailors videotaped them. 

The hazing scandal came to light recently 
after several victims of the abuse were inter- 
viewed by Youth Radio — a nonprofit news 
outlet which trains teens in video and audio 
production. The investigator’s report, released 
by the news outlet, shows that in one incident 
Rocha was hog-tied, fed dog food and tossed 
into a dog kennel full of feces. 

In other cases, it says, male sailors invited 
prostitutes on base for parties. One male sail- 
or tried to force his way into a female shower 
unit. 

A 2007 letter from Navy Installations Com- 
mand leader Vice Adm. Bob Conway refer- 
enced the canine unit problems and warned 
that hazing “has no place” in the Navy. Fenick 
called what the investigation found “an ugly 
issue,” but one that the Navy did not try to 
hide. 

“This was addressed with the regional com- 
manders, the importance of leadership being 
aware of what’s going on,” he said. “So we be- 
lieve [the Navy] acted swiftly to identify the is- 
sues of hazing and deal with them.”

all, 24 alleged abuse cases were 
earlier referred to federal pros- 
ecutors by the CIA inspector gen- 
eral, of which 22 were declined, 
according to a letter in February 
2008 from a Justice Department 
legislative liaison. 

Only one person, former CIA 
contractor David A. Passaro, has 
been convicted in connection with 
detainee mistreatment, after Pas- 
saro hit an Afghan captive with 
a flashlight. The captive, Abdul 
Wali, later died, but Passaro was 
not charged with murder. Instead 
the contractor faced a less serious 
charge of assault because of the 
difficulty in directly attributing 
Wali’s death to the beating. 

In rejecting the other cases, 
Justice Department officials atthe 
time cited complications, includ- 
ing a lack of evidence, problems 
with jurisdiction, and “low proba- 
bility of conviction,” according to 
a letter sent to Senate Democrats, 
who had demanded information 
about the investigations. One gov- 
ernment lawyer involved in the 
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reviews later called the evidence 
“a mess” and said that material 
collected on battlefields and in 
secret prison sites was difficult 
to translate into a criminal case, 
which requires proof beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

CIA officials have noted that 
all of the allegations of detainee 
mistreatment had _ previously 
been evaluated by an aggressive 
team of federal prosecutors, who 
declined to file criminal charges, 
after which some CIA employ- 
ees were subjected to internal 
discipline. 

“The CIA is cooperating with 
the official reviews now in prog- 
ress, in part to see that they move 
as expeditiously as_ possible,” 
agency spokesman Paul Gimi- 
gliano said. 

The Salt Pit case was first re- 
ferred to the Justice Department 
by CIA officials five years ago, 
but prosecutors concluded at the 
time that the Afghan prison was 
outside the arm of the U.S. law, 
even though it was funded by the 


CIA and its home-country guards 
had been vetted by the agency. 

It was also unclear to investiga- 
tors whether the detainee would 
have died from injuries sustained 
in his capture, rather than by 
freezing. Hypothermia was listed 
as the cause of death on an autop- 
sy, but the body was not available 
to investigators and questions re- 
main whether hypothermia was 
used as a cover story in part to 
protect people who had beaten 
the captive. 

A senior law enforcement offi- 
cial who took part in the review 
confirmed that out of two dozen 
referrals, the Salt Pit episode was 
only one of two or three cases 
close to being considered for 
criminal indictment. 

Holder said last month that he 
based his decision to open the 
inquiry in part because of a still 
secret ethics report, which ex- 
amines the conduct of Justice 
Department lawyers who drafted 
memos blessing harsh interroga- 
tion tactics.

FORT JACKSON, S.C. — Com- 
mand Sgt. Maj. Teresa King can 
dress down a burly, battle-hard- 
ened sergeant in seconds with 
a sharp phrase and a withering 
look, then turn around and tell 
trainee soldiers to be sure they 
get seven hours of sleep. 

As the first woman to take 
charge of 
the Army’s 
school for its 
order-bark- 
ing drill 
sergeants, 
the 28-year 
military 
veteran and 
sharecrop- 
per’s daugh- 
ter said 
she’s used 
to breaking 
down __bar- 
riers in military roles normally 
reserved for men. 

“It’s so easy because I love it,” 
said King, a single, 48-year-old 
North Carolina native. “I have 
a family in the Army. It is my 
family.” 

The stern discipline dispensed 
by her late father to his 12 chil- 
dren set her on a path of taking 
responsibility for herself and her 
siblings early on, King said during 
a recent interview on the Army’s 
training base next to Columbia. 

She learned to “give a hard 
day’s work for whatever I earned 
and take no short cuts,” said King, 
who enjoys passing her values to 
young soldiers and watching them 
grow into senior officers and en- 
listed men and women. 

Lt. Col. Dave Wood, King’s bat- 
talion commander, said she was 
chosen for her approach to “the 





business of taking civilians and 
making them into soldiers.” 

Gone are the days of two de- 
cades ago, Wood said, when his 
drill sergeant made him clean 
wax off a floor with a razor blade 
or run around the barracks loaded 
down with a full duffel bag. 

“She’s got this unique way of 
dealing with soldiers where she 
can be correcting them, but it’s in 
a manner that they’re wanting to 
please her and wanting to do the 
right thing,” he said. “It’s not de- 
grading to them.” 

King takes over command 
of the Drill Sergeant School on 
Tuesday at Fort Jackson, the Ar- 
my’s largest training installation. 
This year the school will churn 
out about 2,000 of the in-your-face 
instructors. 

The tough love approach comes 
through as King conducted her 
barracks inspections and daily 
“walkabout” to meet with senior 
enlisted men and women on a re- 
cent weekday. 

A touch of bright red lipstick 
and kohl-dark eyeliner doesn’t 
soften her stern gaze when she 
spots a sheet corner not properly 
tucked or a young soldier with a 
uniform askew. 

“What’s going on here?” she 
queries, soldiers jumping to atten- 
tion as she enters a room as they 
relax between classes on becom- 
ing finance clerks or legal aides. 
“Get back to school and get back 
to doing something!” 

King’s face softened once she 
determined one soldier in exer- 
cise gear wasn’t goofing off, but 
just back from the dentist and a 
root canal. “Get some rest, sol- 
dier,” she advised the woman with 
a swollen face and jaw. 

“You all make sure you get your 
seven, seven hours of sleep!” King

said before heading out the door. 

King’s inspection companion, 
1st Sgt. Teddy Johnson, said with 
a relieved grin that a day without 
King’s stern critiques “wouldn’t 
be a normal day. ... She’s always 
that way.” 

Still, she has time for a few 
other pursuits. She’s completed 
one master’s degree in business 
management and is working on 
another in theology, saying she 
enjoys studying issues of leader- 
ship in the Bible. 

King’s elevation marks another 
barrier broken in a still male- 
dominated service of 550,000 


soldiers, of which only about 14 
percent are female. 

There were few women train- 
ing alongside men when she first 
entered the military in 1980, just 
out of high school. Several years 
later, she was chosen to train as a 
drill sergeant. 

King rose to become the first 
female first sergeant named to 
oversee the heart and soul of 
Army warfighters: the headquar- 
ters company of the 18th Airborne 
Corps at Fort Bragg, N.C., where 
she was responsible for 500 para- 
troops, 22 sergeants major, 22 col- 
onels and three general officers.

LOS ANGELES — Looking 
more like a student than a soldier, 
Abhinab, a 25-year-old man from 
India, snapped his heels together 
and stood at attention in front of 
an American flag. He raised his 
right hand and pledged to de- 
fend the United States against all 
enemies. 

The enlistment ceremony ear- 
lier in September at a military 
center near Los Angeles Inter- 
national Airport took less than 
five minutes. With that, Abhinab 
became the 101st person in Los 
Angeles to join the U.S. Army 
under a program that significant- 
ly increases the number of immi- 
grants eligible to serve. 

“T think I’m in seventh heaven,” 
Abhinab said. 

The Army requested that the 
new American’s full name not be 
published because it might put 
him or his family members who 
live outside the U.S. at risk. 

Until recently, Abhinab, with 
a master’s degree from Purdue 
University in Indiana, would not 
have been permitted to sign up. 
He came to the U.S. on a student 
visa, and only citizens or perma- 
nent residents who carry green

cards were eligible to join the 
armed forces. 

That changed in February when 
the Army started taking applica- 
tions from foreigners with spe- 
cific language and medical skills 
who are here on temporary visas 
or as refugees or asylum seekers. 

Although all branches are meet- 


ing or exceeding their recruit- 
ment goals, they have struggled 
to find individuals with critical 
skills needed in Iraq, Afghani- 
stan and beyond, officials said. 

In exchange for military ser- 
vice, the foreign recruits — who 
offer skills it would take years to 
teach — get an expedited path to 


citizenship. 

Since the pilot program began 
in New York, expanding to Los 
Angeles in May, the foreign re- 
cruits have included 34 health 
care professionals and 385 peo- 
ple who speak languages such as 
Arabic, Polish and Swahili. 

More than 69 percent of them

While opportunities for women 
have increased over the past two 
decades, they are still excluded 
from assignments where soldiers 
engage in direct combat, such as 
infantry and tank units.

have at least a bachelor’s degree, 
compared with just under 10 per- 
cent for the Army as a whole. 

More than 200 slots remain for 
recruits with language skills.

Health care workers 
can apply at any Army recruiting 
station in the U.S. An additional 
110 slots are earmarked for other 
military branches.

The pilot program has raised 
concerns among some war vet- 
erans and advocates for tighter 
immigration controls, who worry 
that the policy shift could pave 
the way for large numbers of for- 
eigners, including ones who may 
not have entered the country le- 
gally, to join the armed forces. 
Still, Army officials say they have 
not encountered the resistance 
some had anticipated. 

“People seem to recognize that 
these are folks who want to serve, 
and I think people respect ser- 
vice,” Verdugo said.

Taliban say 
U.S. should 
learn from 
war histor

KABUL — The Taliban’s reclusive leader 
said in a Muslim holiday message Saturday 
that the U.S. and NATO should study Afghan- 
istan’s long history of war, in a pointed re- 
minder that foreign forces have had limited 
military success in the country. 

The message from Mullah Omar comes less 
than a month before the eighth anniversary of 
the U.S.-led invasion of Afghanistan to oust the 
Taliban for hosting al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden. This year has been the deadliest of the 
conflict for U.S. and NATO troops, and politi- 
cal support at home for the war is declining. 

Taliban attacks have spiked around Afghan- 
istan in the last three years, and the militants 
now control wide swaths of territory. In his 
message for the upcoming Muslim holiday 
of Eid al-Fitr, which ends the fasting month 
of Ramadan, Omar said the U.S. and NATO 
should study the history of Alexander the 
Great, whose forces were defeated by Pashtun 
tribesmen in the 4th century. 

“We would like to point out that we fought 
against the British invaders for 80 years from 
1839 to 1919 and ultimately got independence 
by defeating” Britain, a statement attributed 
to Omar said. 

“Today we have strong determination, mili- 
tary training and effective weapons. Still more, 
we have preparedness for a long war and the 
regional situation is in our favor. Therefore, we

Omar is believed to be in hiding in Pakistan 
but hasn’t been seen in years. 

President Barack Obama has increased 
the U.S. focus on Afghanistan after what crit- 
ics Say were years of neglect under the Bush 
administration. Obama ordered 21,000 more 
troops to the country this year, and by year’s 
end the U.S. will have a record 68,000 in the 
country. 

Militant ambushes have become increas- 
ingly sophisticated and deadly, and U.S. troops 
say the Taliban is no longer the ragtag force 
the military first faced in late 2001. Civilian 
deaths and a corrupt Afghan government have

turned many toward the militants, who have 
pushed into northern Afghanistan this year 
for the first time. 

The Danish military said Saturday that one 
of its soldiers was killed after militants fired 
on troops on patrol in the southern province 
of Helmand.

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Ambassador: 
Pakistan 
won't target 
extremists

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan — De- 
spite growing U.S. military losses 
in Afghanistan, Pakistan still 
refuses to target the extremist 
groups on its soil that are the big- 
gest threat to the American-led 
mission there, the U.S. ambassa- 
dor to Pakistan said. 

Eight years after Washington 
and Islamabad agreed to fight the 
Taliban and al-Qaida, Pakistan 
has “different priorities” from 
the U.S., Anne Patterson said in 
a recent interview. Pakistan is 
“certainly reluctant to take ac- 
tion” against the leadership of the 
Afghan insurgency. 

As the war in Afghanistan be- 
comes more brutal — and as its 
political and popular support 
wanes in the U.S. — Pakistan’s 
refusal to act in support of Ameri- 
can goals is undermining the U.S. 
effort to deny al-Qaida and other 
extremist groups a sanctuary in 
Afghanistan. 

The most effective Taliban 
fighters, the Haqqani network of 
veteran Afghan jihadist Jalalu- 
ddin Haqqani and his son Sira- 
juddin, operate out of the North 
Waziristan region of Pakistan’s 
tribal territory. Taliban founder 
Mullah Mohammad Omar is 
widely thought to be based in 
the western Pakistani city of 
Quetta, from which he directs the 
insurgency. 

Experts on the Afghanistan 
war think that military progress 
and political stability won’t be 
possible there unless the govern- 
ment roots out the havens the 
insurgents have established in 
western Pakistan. 

Pakistani officials, however, say 
thattheir country’s priority should 
be to tackle Islamic militants who 
threaten Pakistan. They charge 
that the U.S. is blind to Pakistan’s 
concerns over traditional foe 
India as it presses Pakistan to 
redeploy forces from its eastern 
border with India to the western 
border with Afghanistan. 

The disagreement between 
Washington and Islamabad was 
illustrated starkly last week when 
former President Pervez Mush- 
arraf acknowledged in a televi- 
sion interview that he’d diverted 
American military equipment 
that was meant to fight the Tal- 
iban in western Pakistan for use 
against India. “One doesn’t care 
who one crosses,” Musharraf told 
Pakistan’s Express News. 

In testimony Tuesday before 
Congress, the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Mi- 
chael Mullen, said: “The Paki- 
stani military ... consider their 
principal threat — their existen- 
tial threat — to be Indian, not 
these extremists.” 

While Pakistan and the U.S. 
agree on targeting al-Qaida and, 
more recently, the Taliban Move- 
ment of Pakistan, they strongly 
disagree over action against Af- 
ghan insurgents operating from 
Pakistani territory. 

Nevertheless, Patterson said 
that Pakistan had “taken more ac- 
tion against some of these groups 
than most people are aware of.” 
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U.S.-linked 
firm raided 
by police 

in Pakistan

ISLAMABAD — Pakistani police raided a 
local security firm that helps protect the U.S. 
Embassy on Saturday, seizing dozens of alleg- 
edly unlicensed weapons at a time when un- 
usually intense media scrutiny of America’s 
use of private contractors has deepened anti- 
U.S. sentiment. 

Two employees of the Inter-Risk company 
were arrested during the raids in Islamabad, 
police official Rana Akram said. Reporters 
were shown the seized weapons — 61 assault 
rifles and nine pistols. Akram said police were 
seeking the firm’s owner. 

U.S. Embassy spokesman Rick Snelsire 
said the U.S. contract with Inter-Risk to pro- 
vide security at the embassy and consulates 
took effect this year. It is believed to be the 
first U.S. contract for the firm, said Snelsire, 
who did not have a figure for its amount. 

“Our understanding is they obtained li- 
censes with whatever they brought into the

country to meet the contractual needs,” he 
said. “We told the government that we had a 
contract with Inter-Risk.” 

A man who answered the phone number 
listed for the company and identified himself 
as Riaz Hussain confirmed the raid but gave 
contradictory answers when asked about any 
U.S. ties. 

The company popped up Friday in one of a 
slew of local media reports that have focused 
on private security firms American diplomats 
are believed to use in Pakistan. 


Many of the reports in Pakistan have been 
prompted by U.S. plans to expand its embassy 
space and staff. Among the other rumors the 
U.S. denies: that 1,000 U.S. Marines will land 
in the capital, and that Americans will set up 
a Guantanamo-style prison. 

The U.S. says it needs to add hundreds more 
staff to allow it to disburse billions of dollars 
in additional humanitarian and economic aid 
to Pakistan. The goal is to improve educa- 
tion and other areas, lessening the allure of 
extremism. 


Military strikes target al-Qaida’s international power base

LONDON — Recent targeted 
attacks that killed militants in 
Somalia, Indonesia and Pakistan 
have chipped away at al-Qaida’s 
power base, sapping the terror 
network of key leaders and expe- 
rienced operatives who train re- 
cruits and wage attacks. 

Intelligence officials said Fri- 
day that the military strikes 
have reduced al-Qaida’s core 
leadership to only a handful of 
men and diminished its ability 
to train fighters. This, they said, 
has forced al-Qaida to turn to its 
global affiliates for survival. 
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— Osama bin Laden and his No. 
2, Ayman al-Zawahri — remain 
free, and terrorist bombings con- 
tinue to roil countries from Asia 
to Africa as al-Qaida and the Tal- 
iban establish links with satellite 
groups. 

Last week, suicide bombers in 
Somalia killed 21 people, includ- 
ing 17 peacekeepers, in twin at- 
tacks at an African Union base 
in Mogadishu. The attacks were 
said to be in retaliation for the 
U.S. commando raid Monday in 
southern Somalia that killed Nab- 
han — the leader of the Islamist 
group Al-Shabab, which was 
helping al-Qaida expand deeper 
into the Horn of Africa. 
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Iran detains protestors 
from opposition rallies 


TEHRAN, Iran—Iran’s official 
news agency says police detained 
several protesters after Friday’s 
massive demonstrations. 

The spokesman of Tehran po- 
lice department, Colonel Mahdi 
Ahmadi, said Saturday that “sev- 
eral” people were detained for 
throwing rocks at police and set- 
ting motorcycles on fire, accord- 
ing to IRNA. 

No exact number was given for 
the detentions. 

On Friday, thousands of anti- 
government protesters staged 
counterdemonstrations to the of- 
ficial pro-Palestinian rallies of 
Jerusalem day. 

It was the first major opposi- 
tion protests in two months. 


Alleged murder weapon 
shown in Italian court 


PERUGIA, Italy — A knife that 
prosecutors say could have slain 
a British woman in Italy has been 
shown in court at the murder 
trial of her American roommate 
and an Italian co-defendant. 

The knife, wrapped in plas- 
tic and kept in a white box, was 
shown to the eight-member jury 
in Perugia during the trial of 
Amanda Knox and her former 
boyfriend Raffaele Sollecito. 

Knox and_ Sollecito, both 
watched Saturday as the knife 
was brought in. They have plead- 
ed not guilty in the 2007 stabbing 
death of Meredith Kercher. 

The knife was shown during 
the testimony of forensic ex- 
pert Giancarlo Umani Ronchi, 
part of a team that analyzed 
some of the evidence during the 
investigation. 


Court clerks trade cab 
fares for bus passes 


MADRID — The government 
of Spain’s Andalusia region says 
it will save two thirds of its $4.4 
million yearly cab budget by hav- 
ing clerks roughit on public trans- 
port as they deliver court papers 
to plaintiffs and defendants. 

Many of the court’s 1,500 of- 
ficers have been furious since 
the justice minister ushered in 
the austerity measure two weeks 
ago. Some say they used to be 
able to do 20 judicial errands in 
a day, but having to take the bus 
cuts that down to seven or eight.

Zazi’s defense team has denied 
reports that Zazi was consider- 
ing a plea deal related to terror 
charges. 

“At this time no offer is being 
discussed,” Aiello told The Asso- 
ciated Press late Friday. 


Police seize 
car in Yale 
investigation

NEW HAVEN, Conn. — Police 
investigating the murder of a Yale 
graduate student are still collect- 
ing evidence, including a car they 
towed from the motel where the 
suspected killer was arrested. 

Police wouldn’t confirm who 
owns the Ford Taurus they towed 
Friday night from the Super 8 
motel in Cromwell, Conn. The 
father of Raymond Clark III, the 
Yale lab technician charged with 
the murder of Annie Le, checked 
into the motel before his son was 
arrested Thursday. 

A state trooper who took part in 
the seizure confirmed that it was 
related to Clark’s arrest. It’s not 
clear if the suspect’s father is still 
staying at the Super 8, and police 
did not enter the motel. 

New Haven police spokesman 
Joe Avery said he knew nothing 
about the seizure. Cromwell po- 
lice referred questions to the New 
Haven police department. 

Raymond Clark III, a techni- 
cian in the lab where Annie Le 
conducted research, was arrest- 
ed Thursday, a day after authori- 
ties took DNA samples from him 
to compare with evidence from 
the crime scene. Le’s body was 
found hidden behind a wall on 
what would have been her wed- 
ding day. 

Clark’s bond was set at $3 mil- 
lion, and he did not enter a plea. 

Police Chief James Lewis said 
Friday that no further arrests 
were expected, but investigators 
were sifting through hundreds 
of pieces of evidence. He said 
police had trailed other people 
before they zeroed in on Clark as 
a suspect. 


Zazi, a 24-year-old airport 
shuttle driver, insists he is not 
involved in terrorism and has no 
links to al-Qaida. He is not under 
arrest. He completed a third day 
of questioning Friday and was al- 
lowed to return to his suburban 
Denver apartment. 

Folsom had dismissed as

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First lady: 
State of 
health care 
unacceptable

WASHINGTON — Michelle 
Obama, speaking as a wife, moth- 
er and daughter — but not as a 
policymaker like a previous first 
lady — urged women on Friday to 
join her husband’s fight to over- 
haul health care. 

Her 23-minute speech, em- 
braced by a receptive female 
audience at the White House, 
contributed to the administra- 
tion’s all-out public relations push 
on health care. President Barack 
Obama will resume it Sunday 
with appearances on five morn- 
ing news shows, followed by a 
visit Monday to CBS’s “Late Show 
with David Letterman.” 

Michelle Obama focused on the 
White House’s efforts to expand 
coverage and block insurers’ 
ability to drop customers who 
get seriously ill. But she stopped 
well short of the deeply involved, 
hands-on role played by another 
first lady, Hillary Rodham Clin- 
ton, nearly two decades ago. 

In urging passage of “my hus- 
band’s plan,” Obama stuck main- 
ly to the themes and backdrops of 
more traditional first ladies, in- 
cluding Laura Bush. She hugged 
three female cancer survivors 
before taking the stage, and she 
spoke repeatedly from the per- 
spective of a mother and wife who 
sympathized with less-wealthy 
women’s plights. 

“For two years on the campaign 
trail, this was what I heard from 
women, that they were being 
crushed, crushed by the current 
structure of our health care,” the 
first lady said.

Finance OK crucial for legislation’s future

WASHINGTON — Keep going. 
You don’t have to fix all of it now. 
Just please don’t let it stall. 

That’s the essence of the mes- 
sage that Senate Democratic 
leaders have for their Finance 
Committee senators, who plan 
to start voting Tuesday on a re- 
make of the nation’s health care 
system. 

Democrats on the pivotal com- 
mittee are disappointed with the 
bill from the chairman, Sen. Max 
Baucus, D-Mont.

“Tf it can’t get through the Fi- 
nance Committee, the mountain 
that has to be climbed is a much 
higher mountain, and I don’t 
know whether they’ll have the 
ability to climb that mountain,” 
said Christine Ferguson, a Sen- 
ate GOP health aide in the 1990s. 
Now a professor, Ferguson was 
part of an effort to find a biparti- 
san deal that might have salvaged 
the Bill Clinton-era overhaul.

WASHINGTON — President 
Barack Obama said the world’s 
leading economic powers have 
made progress in stabilizing the 
global financial system but much 
work remains to produce needed 
jobs and growth. 

“The good news is that we’ve 
made real progress since last 
time we met — here at home and 
around the world,” Obama said in 
his weekly radio and Internet ad- 
dress Saturday. The G-20 summit 
in Pittsburgh this week comes 
five months after the group of 20 
nations with the world’s leading 
and emerging economies met in 
London. 

Obama said it will offer a good 
chance for a “checkup to review 
the steps each nation has taken 
— separately and together — to 
break the back of this economic 
crisis.” 

Obama noted several steps 
have been taken to spur the U.S. 
economy, pointing to the stimu- 
lus package, efforts to unlock 
frozen credit markets and free 
more loans for people investing 
in homes, cars, education or fi- 


nancing small businesses. And 
he said other nations have been 
challenged to address underly- 
ing problems that caused a deep 
global recession. 

But Obama said his admin- 
istration knows that “stopping 
the bleeding isn’t nearly enough. 
We know we still have a lot to do 
here at home to build an economy 
that is producing good jobs for all 
those who are looking for work 
today. 

“And we know we still have 
a lot to do, in conjunction with 
nations around the world, to 
strengthen the rules governing 
financial markets and ensure that 
we never again find ourselves in 
the precarious situation we found 
ourselves in just one year ago.” 

He said it’s essential that the 
U.S. government update the rules 
governing financial firms and 
markets. 

He said another important step 
for the U.S. is establishment of a 
consumer protection agency that 
would be intended to protect peo- 
ple from signing up for mortgag- 
es they can’t afford and contracts 
they can’t understand.

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Actor's meaty, quirky role 
was 8 years in the making 


att Damon was thrilled when Steven Soder- 
bergh called eight years ago asking him to play 
a tubby oddball with a self-destructive talent for 
spinning colossal lies. 

At the time, Damon feared he had used up the good will 
from his one certified Hollywood grand slam on “Good Will 
Hunting,” a commercial hit that earned him a best-actor 
Academy Award nomination and an Oscar for the screen- 
play he wrote with buddy Ben Affleck. 

“Ocean’s Eleven,” the first installment in Soderbergh’s 
heist trilogy featuring George Clooney, Brad Pitt and 
Damon, had not yet come out. 

And Damon was mired in his fourth round of reshoots 
for a long-delayed action thriller that showed all the signs 
of another turkey, the last thing he needed after his string 
of duds “The Legend of Bagger Vance,” “All the Pretty 
Horses” and the animated adventure “Titan A.E.” 

“T was about as cold as you can be in Hollywood,” Damon, 
38, said in an interview at the Toronto International Film 
Festival, where Soderbergh’s “The Informant!” played in 
advance of its theatrical release stateside last week. “I get 
this call from the hottest director in Hollywood and also a 
guy I’ve worked with and had a really good experience with. 
He calls me out of the blue and says, ‘I have something for 
us to work on, and it’s this incredible story with this incred- 
ible character.’”’ 

Soderbergh saw Damon, who previously earned good 
notices as a master deceiver in “The Talented Mr. Ripley,” 
as the ideal choice to play Mark Whitacre, an executive 
who became an FBI whistle-blower in the 
1990s to expose a price-fix- 
ing scheme at corporate giant 
Archer Daniels Midland. 
Whitacre went undercover for 
2’ years, Wearing wires to 
build a case about his compa- 
ny’s collusion with competitors. 

Through it all, Whitacre also 
gradually revealed his own 
embezzlement, the amounts of 
money involved absurdly rising 
as one lie was uncovered and 
he made up a fresh one to take 
its place. While federal officials 
secured convictions against two 
other top Archer Daniels Midland 
executives, Whitacre wound up 
doing nine years in prison in the 
very scheme he helped expose. 

It’s a surprising turn for Damon, who transforms to 
capture the manic, nervous self-delusion of Whitacre. 
Damon packed on 30 pounds for the role, and his boyish 
good looks are concealed beneath stiff hair, thick mous- 
tache and corny Midwestern suit and tie. 

This is Damon as pudgy, awkward, obfuscating little 
man, a complete turnabout from that action thriller 
everyone thought was going to bomb. 

Instead, “The Bourne Identity” established Damon’s 
amnesiac assassin Jason Bourne as an operative to 
rival James Bond (Damon insists Bourne could kick 
Bond’s butt. Which Bond? “I could take Roger Moore,” 
Damon said). The franchise turned into a trilogy with 
“The Bourne Supremacy” and “The Bourne Ultimatum,” Matt Damon stars as Mark 
the character so successful that it has become Damon’s Whitacre in two scenes from 
career-defining role. “The Informant!” 

The team behind “The Informant!” figures that can only 
help their film when audiences see Damon’s Whitacre, 
almost an anti-Bourne figure. 

“Tt couldn’t be better timing for us. The shock of seeing 
him and saying to yourself, ‘That’s the guy that plays Jason 
Bourne’ is really I think a value added to the whole experi- 
ence,” Soderbergh said. “He just commits so completely and 
is so fearless about it, and the transformation is so com- 
plete.”

Researchers tracking trash to raise refuse awareness

SEATTLE — Where does that coffee cup, disposable razor or unwanted television end up 
once it’s tossed to the curb? 

Using an electronic tracking device about the size of a matchbook, MIT researchers 
are tagging about 3,000 pieces of Seattle trash to get people thinking about what they 
throw away and where it ends up. 

“Seeing where your trash goes allows you to change your behavior,” said Assaf Bider- 
man, associate director of MIT’s SENSEable City lab and a project leader. “Will you 
refill a cup instead of throwing away a disposable one?” 

Researchers are visiting the homes of hundreds of Seattle volunteers to affix 
electronic tags on about 10 to 15 pieces of their household trash, such as pizza boxes, 
plastic foam cups, slippers and scrap metal. The volunteers will dispose of the items 
as they normally would. 

The battery-operated smart tags rely on cell phone technology to _..--:::--. ms

cording to the Bureau of Econom- 
ic Analysis. That figure includes 
federal and state government 
spending on programs like Med- 
icaid and Medicare. 

Some economists argue that 
only the part of health care costs 
paid out of Americans’ pock- 
ets should count as consumer 
spending. 

If 70 percent is too high, 
what’s an accurate figure? 

Among the vocal dissenters is 
Business Week Chief Economist 
Michael Mandel. In a blog post- 
ing last month, he argued that 
personal consumption spending 
as most people understand it — 
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the money everyday people spend 
on everyday items — accounts for 
just 40 percent of the nation’s eco- 
nomic activity. 

Is consumer spending as big 
a deal in other countries? 

According to data from re- 
search firm Euromonitor Inter- 
national, the U.S. was ranked 
seventh in per-person consumer 
spending in 2008. America was 
behind wealthy nations and in- 
vestment-friendly countries 
like Bermuda, Luxembourg and 
Switzerland. 

As a percentage of GDP, con- 
sumer spending in the U.S. is the 
highest of the nation’s 20 major 
economies, according to Euro- 
monitor’s figures. 

Spending as a percentage of 
GDP is higher in many third- 
world nations than in the U.S., be- 
cause many of those developing 
economies are supported in large 
part by international aid. 

If cash registers don’t drive 
other economies, what does? 

University of Maryland eco- 
nomic and business professor 
Peter Morici says economic en- 
gines can be divided into two 
areas: consumption and exports. 

While the U.S. economy is over- 
whelmingly driven by the con- 
sumption of goods, the economy 
in nations like China and Saudi 
Arabia is fueled by goods that are 
exported to other countries. 

Meanwhile, in many of the 
largest industrialized countries 
— like Germany, France, Italy 
and Britain — government spend- 
ing makes up a much larger share 
of the total economy.

Consumers lost trust in brands 
this year as the recession deep- 
ened, according to an industry re- 
port released Thursday, although 
longtime staples Coca-Cola and 
IBM retained their spots as 
the world’s two most valuable 
brands. 

This is the first time the com- 
bined value of the world’s top 100 
brands as ranked by Interbrand, 
a branding agency, has fallen in 
the 10 years Interbrand has as- 
sessed them. 

The list’s total value, including 
brands like Google Inc., Nintendo 
and Sony, fell 4.6 percent to $1.15 
trillion, Interbrand estimates. 

“That says something about 
the environment that we’re in, 
especially when you consider that 
brands are by nature less volatile 
than business valuations,” said 
Interbrand CEO Jez Frampton, 
who called a company’s brand its 
most valuable asset. 

The environment — a recession 
the likes of which the world hasn’t 
seen for decades — has eaten 
away at people’s trust in specific 
brands, starting with financial 
companies, he said. Consumers 
even started to question retail 
brands as stores slashed prices 
to get sales, leading consumers 
to wonder about pricing, and why 
they had to pay so much before. 

Given the recession, it was not 
surprising to see financial com- 
panies posting the steepest de- 
cline in their brands’ values this 
year, with drops by American 
Express (now number 22, down 
from 15) HSBC (now 32, down 
from 27), Citi Now 36, down from 
19), and UBS (now 72, down from 
41). Merrill Lynch and AIG both 
dropped off the list. 

Automakers also dropped in the 
rankings as their sector’s sales 
slumped in the recession. In addi- 
tion, major U.S. automakers Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. and Chrysler 
Group LLC received government 
aid to stay afloat, which generated

negative feelings among consum- 
ers. Neither of those brands made 
the top 100 Interbrand list. 

Even Toyota’s brand — top- 
ranked among auto companies 
at number eight, down from 6 
in 2008 — suffered, while BMW 
went from 13 to 15, and Ford was 
unchanged at 49. Honda edged up 
two slots to 18. 

Despite the economic uncer- 
tainty, the top 10 brands this year 
stayed relatively stable, with Coca- 
Cola Co. in the first slot, a place it 
has held since the rankings start- 
ed in 2000. The soft-drink maker 
retains its recognition around the 
world, Frampton said, and it has 
been releasing new products as it 
hopes to woo consumers shifting 
to healthier juices and teas. 

Coca-Cola’s brand value rose 3 
percent in 2009 to $68.73 billion, 
while IBM’s gained 2 percent to 
$60.21 billion. 

The value of online giant 
Google’s brand grew the fastest in 
the world again, rising 25 percent 
to $31.98 billion to place seventh, 
up from 10th place last year and 
20th the year before. Frampton 
said the company’s brand growth 
is “miraculous,” though the re- 
port notes that as it gets bigger, 
“it has to deal with the inevitable 
mistrust and ugliness ascribed 
to being a very large, diversified 
and very profitable company.”

tigated by other authorities, in- 
cluding the New York Attorney 
General’s office, which has been 
drafting charges against BofA of- 
ficials over accusations that they 
misled shareholders about losses 
and bonus payments at the invest- 
ment bank. 

“We have provided thousands 
of documents and had numer- 
ous meetings with various gov- 
ernment agencies regarding the 
Merrill Lynch transaction,” Bank 
of America spokesman Scott Sil- 
vestri said. “And we continue to 
believe that there is no basis for 
charges against the company or 
individuals on the management 
team.” 
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Jennifer Canada, a_ spokes- 
woman for North Carolina Attor- 
ney General Roy Cooper, said the 
state still has an ongoing investi- 
gation into Bank of American but 
that she wasn’t aware of any other 
probes. The U.S. attorney’s office 
in North Carolina’s western dis- 
trict declined to comment. 

Bank of America agreed to 
buy Merrill Lynch a year ago. It 
was later revealed that Merrill, 
with the knowledge of Bank of 
America executives, paid Merrill 
employees $3.6 billion in bonuses 
just before the deal closed on Jan. 
1, even though the bank lost $27.6 
billion that year.

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Beware of puppy scams 


My wife and I posted an ad in the classi- 
fied section of Stars and Stripes seeking a 
puppy and were contacted by a couple who 
had just the puppy we were looking for. 
They said they were doctors from Amster- 
dam who worked with Mercy Ships and 
they could no longer support the puppy 
due to their commitments. They were not 
concerned with money, only providing a 
good home for the puppy. They offered to 
ship it to us. 

On the day we were to pick up the puppy, 
we received an e-mail purporting to come 
from Heathrow International Airport in 
London specifying that they had detained 
the puppy because of incomplete paper- 
work, and required this paperwork be 
faxed to them within three days. After e- 
mailing the “doctor” from Amsterdam, I 
was informed he was working on getting 
the paperwork, but that the breeder in 
Cameroon where he claimed he got the 
puppy while working with Mercy Ships 
needed 200 euros to process it and he had 
already spent a good deal of money in the 
shipping process. 

The first red flag was that he insisted on 
shipping the dog when we offered to pick 
it up ourselves. The second was the e-mail 
from Heathrow, which, while purporting to 
be official, contained numerous grammati- 
cal errors. Third was the Cameroon origin 
of the dog. A quick Google search of his 
name in conjunction with Mercy Ships led 
us to a warning of Internet fraud. Another 
Google search of the government policy 
number given in the Heathrow e-mail led 
to numerous accounts of scams, from par- 
rots and monkeys to other puppies. 

No money was ever exchanged, although 
I received another e-mail asking for the 
paperwork fee. Inform your other readers 
to beware of such scam artists. A little fact- 
checking pays off.

resident Barack Obama warned in- 
Prreesinen bankers last week that if 

they engage in “reckless behavior 
and unchecked excess” again, the Trea- 
sury will not “be there to break their fall.” 
These were fine words, and surely repre- 
sent the hopes of the American people. But 
a promise is not enough. 

A year ago, when the crisis hit, there was 
no system for stabilizing the investment 
banks. Treasury Secretary Hank Paulson 
had to make it up as he went along. If noth- 
ing is changed, and crisis happens again, 
Secretary Timothy Geithner will have to 
do the same thing. 

The president is proposing changes, in- 


cluding some good ones. He wants a Con- 
sumer Financial Protection Agency to 
impose rules on such products as mortgag- 
es. This agency should not have the power 
to design every lender’s products, but it 
should have a procedure to define certain 
ones as unacceptable, and ban them. 

If such an agency had existed five years 
ago, much of this disaster might have been 
avoided. ... 

Obama also wants to give the Federal 
Reserve power to supervise companies, 
of whatever type, that pose a risk to the 
system as a whole. This is reasonable and 
necessary. There needs to be examination 
not only of Company A and Company B,

industry is an ecosystem, not a row of pot- 
ted plants. 

A further idea is that lenders of a certain 
size put up a higher percentage of capital, 
or follow more rules, than their smaller 
competitors. The intention behind this is 
good, but it may not be enough. 

Congress should consider the more radi- 
cal solution: If a company is too big to fail, 
break it up. 

This is probably inevitable. A capitalist 
economy cannot work without allowing 
failure. Failure frees up assets and work- 
ers for new ventures, which is good, but 
if too much of the system fails, the whole 
thing goes. One answer to that is not to 
allow companies to grow too big.

Taxpayers deserve 
better. 

To solve the “consumer protection prob- 
lem,” Congress should do three things: (1) 
identify what did not work, and what did; 
(2) fit the solution to the actual problems 
found; and (3) keep functioning consumer 
protection agencies working — so that peo- 
ple won’t wait years for a new agency to get 
down to work. Here are some ideas about 
how Congress might provide more protec- 
tion for consumers faster and better than 
the administration’s plan: 

@ Fix only what’s broken: consumer pro- 
tection enforcement for banks and thrifts. 
It’s not true that all regulators failed to 
protect consumers. The Federal Trade 
Commission has a 40-year record of en- 
forcing federal consumer credit laws and 
prosecuting companies for unfair, decep- 
tive and abusive consumer practices. The 
National Credit Union Administration’s re- 
cord also is unblemished. The states have 
worked hard to enforce their own laws, 
even though federal bank regulators fought 
them repeatedly and all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court twice in the last two years. 

mDon’t give the regulator types more 
authority for a proverbially bigger chicken 
coop after federal bank regulators got too 


Kill an idea that would

he one-year anniversary of the fall 
of Lehman Brothers is a painful re- 
minder of the suffering endured by 
millions of Americans during this severe 
recession. As we struggle to get the econo- 
my moving again, we must heed the law of 
unintended consequences and ensure that 
our efforts to fix the financial system help 
protect investors and don’t actually make 
things worse. 

Unfortunately, that’s exactly what will 
happen if Congress approves legislation 
creating the Consumer Financial Protec- 
tion Agency, a new regulatory body that 
would oversee virtually every institution 
that extends credit to consumers. 

There are four major problems with this 
bill: It would hand unprecedented power to 
a massive new government bureaucracy; 
it would restrict access to credit and con- 
sumer choice; it would add layer upon layer 
of new regulations to an already confusing 
regulatory regime; and it would under- 
mine privacy. 

First, CFPA’s authority would be truly 
expansive, extending far beyond tradition- 
al financial services products to the entire 
economy. The agency would oversee virtu- 
ally every business, broadly defined, that 
extends credit. This includes any business 
that allows customers to pay in arrears — 
either through layaway, on a tab, or simply 
in more than one installment. 

The bill would give the CFPA authority 
to write and enforce rules, conduct exami- 
nations, require and approve disclosures 
regarding consumer financial products, 
impose fees or assessments on all covered 
people, and require reports from covered 
entities. It’s classic big government at its 


cozy with banks. The Treasury Depart- 
ment had jurisdiction over both the Office 
of Thrift Supervision and the Office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency for the last 20 
years. Don’t let Treasury direct this new, 
bigger consumer protection mission alone. 

mDon’t fall for Washington’s “a new 
agency will fix everything” promise. Peo- 
ple who need protection — such as help un- 
derstanding credit options or finding a way 
out of a subprime mortgage mess — don’t 
have time to wait for a new agency. The 
Department of Homeland Security has 
taken years to get to work with workers 
assembled from many agencies, through 
at least two publicly announced rounds of 
reorganization. Treasury’s plan transfers 
personnel from five agencies — the Office 
of Thrift Supervision and the Comptroller 
of the Currency, the National Credit Union 
Administration, the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, and the FTC 
— a task similar to making the Depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services. 

™@ Don’t take regulatory or enforcement 
functions away from the FTC, the NCUA 
or the states. Follow the adage, “if it’s not 
broken, don’t fix it.””, Congress should leave 
current authority for non-banks where it 
is, perhaps giving the FTC additional re- 
sources to handle consumer protection. 

mDon’t buy the “one agency is better” 
argument. Treasury gives one regulator 
jurisdiction over thousands of commercial 
banks and thrifts, large and small finance 
companies, and more than a million small- 
er creditors such as auto dealers, furniture 


worst. 

Second, the CFPA would restrict access 
to credit and limit consumer choice when 
both are more important than ever to re- 
vitalize our economy, create jobs and get 
families back on their feet. The agency 
would require that any company offering 
a consumer financial product must first 
offer a product with terms and conditions 
set by the government before offering any 
alternatives. This would tilt the market to- 
ward government-designed products, cre- 
ate new regulatory hoops for institutions to 
jump through, and add new costs. 

The result would be new bureaucracy 
that would end up choking off credit to 
families and small businesses. Small banks 
would be hit hard by new regulatory costs, 
making them less likely to extend credit in 
their communities. Those fortunate enough 
to secure credit would see their borrowing

stores, check cashers, remittance compa- 
nies, and issuers and sellers of stored-value 
cards. These entities vary tremendously in 
size, and some operate in only one town. 
Big agencies tend to organize into spe- 
cialization groups: In this case, it could 
mean one for depositary institutions, and 
another, non-banks. This sounds a lot like 
the status quo, particularly when many of 
the same people who worked for the bank 
regulators will move to the new CFPA. 
And with Treasury’s one-regulator plan, 
we'll lose the enforcement push and com- 


petitive innovation that the FTC and the 
states provide. 

Congress should create only what we 
need: a new federal bank- and thrift-fo- 
cused agency to solve problems banks and 
thrifts caused. Credit unions, community 
banks, check cashers, and small-town lend- 
ers such as auto dealers and home builders 
did not cause the recession or the credit 
crunch we’re suffering.

costs increase. This is a prescription for 
economic disaster. 

Third, the CFPA would further com- 
plicate an already Byzantine set of regu- 
lations. The agency would set the floor, 
not the ceiling, regarding state consumer 
protection laws. Rather than a uniform 
national standard that would eliminate the 
potential for harmful or deceptive prod- 
ucts to slip through the cracks, there would 
be the CFPA and 50 state regulators each 
with their own set of rules. Companies and 
their customers would be lost in a maze 
of confusing and overlapping edicts. And 
guess who gets to interpret and enforce the 
new federal law and possibly take action 
against your business? State attorneys gen- 
eral and their allies in the plaintiffs’ trial 
bar! 

Fourth, this proposal would also under- 
mine privacy. The CFPA would have the 


authority to request and hold reports from 
any covered entity — including reports 
from banks about the type of accounts and 
the balance in each account. This is an af- 
front to the privacy and security of con- 
sumers’ financial information. 

Consumers and lawmakers should follow 
this rule when deciding whether to over- 
haul our health care system, regulate our 
entire energy market, or “fix” consumer 
protection laws — first, do no harm. 

The CFPA, if enacted, would do a great 
deal of economic harm to consumers and 
to our economy, without ensuring new pro- 
tections or solving legitimate shortcomings 
in our financial system. Congress and the 
administration should go back to the draw- 
ing board.

Accused woman returns

Rare stone figure found 
on remote rocky island 


=88 HONOLULU — Research- 
= HH ers on a rare expedition 
to a now uninhabited rocky out- 
post north of the main Hawaiian 
islands found a partially finished 
human stone carving and the rem- 
nants of what may be acraftsman’s 
workshop. 

The findings at the remote Mo- 
kumanamana island, about 460 
miles northwest of Honolulu, were 
part of the most extensive archaeo- 
logical survey of the tiny outcrop 
in 85 years. 

University of Hawaii anthro- 
pology doctoral student Kekuewa 
Kikiloi spent 18 days on the 46- 
acre island along with Anan Ray- 
mond, a U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service archaeologist. 

The inhospitable island lacks 
fresh water or trees that would 
provide cover, and it is continually 
buffeted by wind. 

It’s frequented by seabirds, but 
is otherwise desolate save for the 
ruins of ancient heiau, or shrines, 
that line the top of a ridge running

do plan to profitably compost the 
tons of dog doo left behind by the 
roughly 50,000 canines that use 
the city’s pooch park each year. 

If their pilot project is success- 
ful, the Tompkins County Dog 
Owners Group and Cayuga Com- 
post hope to market usable com- 
post within the next two or three 
years. 

More importantly, finding a use 
for the billions of pounds of pooch 
poop produced annually in the 
United States could also lead to a 
significant reduction in the amount 
of waste material sent to landfills, 
said Leon Kochian, a spokesman 
for TC DOG, the not-for-profit vol- 
unteer group involved in funding 
the project. 

“There was a large Dumpster 
at the park, and it was just always 
overflowing with plastic bags of 
dog poop. The amount was unbe- 
lievable,” said Kochian, a Cornell 
University biology professor who 
owns a yellow Labrador retriever. 


Couple has accident, 
car stolen on same day 


SANDUSKY — An Ohio 

couple got a double dose 
of bad luck when their car was sto- 
len while they were hospitalized 
from a car accident on the same 
day. 

Gregory Moses of Sandusky 
says he and his 51-year-old wife 
Judith were struck by a car while 
crossing a street and were taken 
to hospitals for medical treatment. 
Moses says he injured his knee and 
his wife suffered some bruises. 

The 58-year-old says while they 
were away, their son discovered 
that their car was missing from 
the family home in this northern 
Ohio city. 

Sandusky police Detective John 
Orzech says two teenagers were 
later arrested and charged with 
receiving stolen property when 
the car was stopped in Cleveland. 

Moses says it was a “wild” day.

Court denies attempts to 
appeal death sentence 


LITTLE ROCK — The 

Arkansas Supreme Court 
has denied or declared moot sev- 
eral motions by death row inmate 
Rickey Dale Newman in an effort 
to block appeals by his attorneys. 

The 46-year-old Newman was 
sentenced to death for the 2001 mu- 
tilation death of 46-year-old Marie 
Cholette, of Fort Worth, Texas, ata 
transient camp near Van Buren. 

The court said that portions of 
Newman’s motions refer to a peti- 
tion not pending before the court 
and are therefore moot. The court 
also said Newman could not pursue 
his own motions while also relying 
on attorneys to represent him. 

The court in May denied New- 
man’s motion to end his appeals. 
Newman said in a motion filed 
without his attorneys that his 
death “is the only and right thing” 
for him.

to his death from a third-story 
hotel window while re-enacting a 
move from the “Ultimate Fighting 
Championship.” 

Police say 25-year-old Darenell 
Jones was pushed into the window 
while celebrating the marriage of 
a family member at a Farmington 
hotel. Police said the people in the 
room were drinking. 

They say the window broke and 
that he fell 20 feet to the sidewalk 
below. 

Jones was pronounced dead 
at the hospital. The case was for- 
warded to the district attorney’s 
office for review. 


Longtime news anchor 
mistakenly drops F-bomb 


NEW YORK — Veteran 

new anchor Ernie Anas- 
tos of Fox affiliate WNYW was 
bantering with the weatherman 
during a nightly newscast when 
he cheerfully dropped an F-bomb 
on the air. What he likely intended 
to say was, “Keep plucking that 
chicken.” 

Anastos didn’t appear to recog- 
nize the error, though co-anchor 
Dari Alexander’s eyes bugged out 
after he said it. 

Just before the flub, Anastos 
told weatherman Nick Gregory, “It 
takes a tough man to make a tender 
forecast,” a play on an old chicken 
commercial. 

Videos of the mistake circulated 
widely online, as the phrase took 
on a life of its own. 

Anastos apologized during the 
newscast the following day. 

“TI misspoke during last night’s 
newscast,” he said. “I apologize for 
my remarks to anyone who may 
have been offended.” 


Residents to beautify 
L.A. parking spaces 


C LOS ANGELES — Activ- 

ists across the nation are 
planning to occupy curbside park- 
ing spaces and transform them 
into mini parks with sod, potted 
plants and lawn chairs to draw at- 
tention to the lack of public space 
in big cities. 

They expect to create hundreds 
of instant parks as part of a 4-year- 
old movement called Park(ing) 
Day. 
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On a busy street in Los Angeles, 
organizers plan to take up nine 
parking spots and set up a neigh- 
borhood hangout with a barbecue 
grill, lawn chairs, kiddie pool and 
gardening workshop. In gritty 
south L.A., a community group is 
expected to turn a parking space 
into a farmer’s market stand. 

Matthew Passmore, a co-found- 
er of the movement, says the 
temporary parks challenge city 
dwellers to rethink the way streets 
are used. 


Judge orders mobsters 
to pay family damages 


VA DEDHAM — A Mas- 


sachusetts judge has 
ordered fugitive mob boss James 
“Whitey” Bulger and a cohort to 
pay $15 million each to the family 
of 26-year-old woman after finding 
them liable for her 1981 murder. 

Judge Patrick Brady also or- 
dered Stephen “The Rifleman” 
Flemmi, serving a life sentence for 
10 murders, to pay $3 million for 
molesting the woman’s younger 
sister, and an additional $500,000 
for intentionally inflicting emo- 
tional distress on the woman’s 
mother. The sister and mother 
have both died. 

Bulger, who just turned 80, re- 
mains on the loose. 

Flemmi dated Debra Davis, and 
authorities allege she was killed 
because she knew too much about 
the mob bosses. 

A lawyer for Davis’ family tells 
The Boston Globe it’s unclear 
whether Bulger and Flemmi have 
any assets to pay the judgment. 


Split board closes door 
on higher bus fares 


ll HONOLULU — A Board of 
= Education panel has failed 
to advance a proposal to raise pub- 
lic school bus fares. 

The measure was killed when 
the Administrative Services Com- 
mittee voted 4-4. 

The Department of Education 
wanted to boost one-way fares 
from 35 cents to 75 cents. At the 
same time, the annual fee for 
riding the bus would climb from 
$119.60 to $225. 

The increase was looked at as a 
way of helping to deal with $227 
million in budget cuts. 

State Schools Superintendent 
Patricia Hamamoto says the de- 
partment will now have to look 
elsewhere for additional money in 
these tight economic times. 

Board members who opposed 
the proposal said they were con- 
cerned about the effect the higher 
fares would have on families.

tucky family has reached 
a $5 million settlement with the 
federal government over the 
deaths of two people washed over 
a 184-foot waterfall in a national 
park in Hawaii. 

Dr. Holly Brown of Louisville 
and her son, Clayton, agreed to 
the settlement, which U.S. District 
Judge Charles Simpson approved.

YOKOTA AIR BASE, Japan — Diminutive at 
5 feet 5 and 125 pounds but a giant on the football 
field, senior two-way star Rainey Daley is what 
coach Tim Pujol terms “one of the toughest players 
for us to replace” in case of injury.

Steady: Brees nearly reached Marino’s season record in ‘08

Brees’ yards passing have increased in 
each of the past five seasons, going back 
to his final two years in San Diego, even 
though the labrum in his throwing shoul- 
der was torn in a scrum over a loose ball in 
late 2005. His 13,910 yards during the past 
three seasons lead all NFL quarterbacks. 

In 2008, his 5,069 yards passing made 
him only the second NFL quarterback to 
pass for 5,000 yards and left him one de- 
cent completion short of Dan Marino’s 1984 
record of 5,084. He challenged that mark 
while playing for an 8-8 team beset by in- 
juries to key receivers such as Marques 
Colston and tight end Jeremy Shockey. For 
that, he was recognized as The Associated 
Press offensive player of the year. 

“He’s the best, and people are going to 
look at me and say, ‘Didn’t you play with 
Brett Favre?’” said Saints safety Darren 
Sharper, the active NFL leader in intercep- 
tions with 56. “I don’t think Brett will feel 
as though this is a knock on him. ... (Brees) 
is the best I’ve been around, just as far as 
being smart with the football, reading the 
field, vision, making smart throws, accu- 
racy. Going against him in practice, I was 
getting so frustrated because I couldn’t get 
a chance to intercept it.” 

Few underestimate Brees now, but that 
wasn’t always the case. Although the Aus- 
tin, Texas, native won a state high school 


championship, the hometown Texas Long- 
horns weren’t interested, nor were many 
of college football’s powerhouses. Despite 
twice being a Heisman Trophy finalist and 
leading Purdue to its first Rose Bowl in 
more than three decades, Brees was a sec- 
ond-round draft choice. At 6 feet, he’s short 
for an NFL quarterback, and his transition 
to the pros wasn’t easy. 

In his third NFL season, he threw more 
interceptions than touchdowns and was 
benched. During the next NFL draft, the 
Chargers acquired Philip Rivers. Brees 
had two more mostly successful years in 
San Diego, but was released soon after his 
shoulder injury. 

When Sean Payton took his first NFL 
head coaching job in New Orleans in 2006, 
he wanted a quarterback with passing and 
leadership skills. He was convinced Brees 
was the guy, and no one now questions the 
Saints’ decision to sign him to a six-year, 
$60 million free-agent contract. 

Saints players speak reverently of how 
Brees sets an example at club headquarters 
by arriving early, staying late, sometimes 
showing up on days off and often working 
with receivers on pass patterns after prac- 
tice. If players want to suggest a change in 
any team routine, they go through Brees. 

“T didn’t know how great he was until I 
got here and saw what he commands out of 
this team and the stuff that he does,” said 


fullback Heath Evans, who played with 
Brady in New England. “He’s the captain 
of the ship. As he goes, we go, and he knows 
everything. 

“There’s two people in this league that 
are in his class, and that’s Tom Brady and 
Peyton Manning — and that’s it.” 

Nationally, Brees might not be New Or- 
leans’ most popular sports figure. Hornets 
star Chris Paul, with his own Jordan shoe 
brand and new children’s book, probably 
holds that distinction. 

In New Orleans, however, Brees probably 
could win next year’s mayoral election. 

“Ts it me, or is it Drew Brees in New Or- 
leans? It’s Drew Brees if you ask me,” said 
Paul, who attended Brees’ six-touchdown 
performance last Sunday. “The thing is, the 
Saints — they’ve been having a few up and 
down years — but Drew definitely doesn’t 
get the national recognition he deserves.” 

Brees understands that greatness and 
fame do not always run on parallel tracks, 
which is fine with him. He values his priva- 
cy and carefully courts publicity as it helps 
him accomplish his goals. 

However famous Brees becomes, he said, 
“T want to be considered that way because 
people respect the way I play the game and 
respect what I try to do in the community 
and respect the person I try to be.” 

That approach has helped him raise 
more than $2 million for rebuilding proj- 


ects in New Orleans. It’s helped him fix 
playgrounds, schools and athletic fields 
damaged by Hurricane Katrina. It’s pro- 
vided him a chance to see the world while 
supporting American soldiers on USO 
tours to the Middle East. It’s helped him 
rebuild homes with Habitat for Humanity, 
raise money for Childrens’ Hospital, and 
the list goes on. 

Although Brees credits teammates and 
coaches for his success on the field, the 
quarterback gets a little more boastful 
about his charitable endeavors. He points 
out that nearly 100 percent of donations to 
the Brees Dream foundation go to causes 
they support. The foundation has no fixed 
overhead, Brees noted, because it is run by 
him, wife Brittany and one employee whom 
Brees pays out of his marketing income. 

Brees also belongs to a group called the 
Quarterback Club, a collection of com- 
munity leaders who meet periodically to 
prioritize service projects in New Orleans 
and discuss ways to raise money for them. 

As for a future in politics, Brees sidesteps 
the question and steps up into the pocket. 

“Tm not ready for that,’ he said. “Tl 
never say never, but I hope to be [playing 
football] for a long time.”

Official apologizes 
for denying knowledge 
of runner’s gender test

PRETORIA, South Africa — 
South Africa’s top track official 
apologized Saturday for denying 
knowledge of gender tests done 
on runner Caster Semenya in the 
country, saying he lied to protect 
the athlete’s privacy. 

Athletics South Africa presi- 
dent Leonard Chuene told report- 
ers that his constant denials of the 
tests, which he said he was aware 
of when they were done in early 
August, were an “error of judg- 
ment” and that he never meant to 
“deceive” the public. 

South African officials repeat- 
edly said tests were done on the 
800-meter world champion only 
abroad, not in South Africa. 

“T can no longer stand before 
you and say that I am not aware of 
gender tests conducted on Caster 
Semenya,’” Chuene said. “I felt 
that at the time I was acting in the 
best interests of Caster Semenya 
as a person. I believed at the time 
my consistent denials would help 
protect her.” 

The International Association 
of Athletics Federations ordered 
more tests done on the runner 
in Berlin, saying questions had 
been raised about her muscular 
physique and recent stunning im- 
provement in times. 

It has refused to confirm or 
deny Australian media reports 
that Semenya has both male and 
female characteristics, saying it 
is reviewing test results and will 
issue a decision in November on 
whether the athlete will be al- 
lowed to compete in women’s 
events. 

Chuene said tests had been 
done at a Pretoria hospital on 
Aug. 7 at the behest of the IAAF, 
adding that it was unclear wheth- 
er Semenya was informed of the 
nature of the examinations. 


Jerry Rice, Emmitt Smith 
on Hall of Fame list 


CANTON, Ohio — Jerry Rice 
and Emmitt Smith headline the 
preliminary list of modern-era 
nominees for induction next year 
in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. 

The list released Saturday in- 
cludes 131 players, coaches and 
contributors. 

Hall of Fame selectors will 
chose 25 semifinalists by Nov. 27, 
and 15 finalists by Jan. 7. Voting 
will be Feb. 6, the day before the 
Super Bowl. 

Other modern-era nominees 
are Tim Brown, Herschel Walk- 
er, Cris Carter, Andre Reed and 
Sterling Sharp. Former commis- 
sioner Paul Tagliabue is also on 
the list. They join two previously 
announced senior nominees, for- 
mer Detroit Lions cornerback 
Dick LeBeau and former Detroit 
Broncos running back Floyd 
Little.

Big Ten suspends 
Michigan LB for punch

gan linebacker Jonas Mouton was 
suspended by the Big Ten Confer- 
ence for one game for punching a 
Notre Dame player during last 
week’s game. 

Video of the incident during 
Saturday’s 38-34 Wolverines vic- 
tory in Ann Arbor, Mich., spread 
on the Internet. Mouton appeared 
to punch lineman Eric Olsen 
under the chin as they got up from 
the turf following a play midway 
through the second quarter. 

On Friday, Big Ten commis- 
sioner James Delaney called the 
punch “unacceptable.” 

Michigan coach Rich Rodri- 
guez said he didn’t see the punch 
and planned no discipline against 
Mouton. The Big Ten said the 
school accepted the suspension. 


Cavaliers’ West arrested 
on weapons charges

— Cleveland Cavaliers guard De- 
lonte West was arrested Thursday 
after officers pulled him over for 
speeding on a motorcycle while 
carrying two loaded handguns 
and a loaded shotgun in a guitar 
case.

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Boise State answers it all

FRESNO, Calif. — The offenses 
barely had a chance to rest before 
the other team responded with a 
big play. It was a classic game of 
“can you top this?” between Boise 
State and Fresno State, with the 
Broncos digging up just enough 
game-busters to win their West- 
ern Athletic Conference opener. 

Jeremy Avery had three plays 
longer than 60 yards and Titus 
Young scored two touchdowns, 
providing some of the many high- 
light-reel plays in No. 10 Boise 
State’s 51-34 victory over the 
Bulldogs on Friday night. 

The teams combined for 85 
points, 987 yards and eight TD 
drives of three plays or fewer in 
a game that brought back memo- 
ries of the old wide-open WAC. “A 
lot of playmakers making plays 
out there,” Boise State QB Kellen 
Moore said. “Good running backs 
on both sides making plays out 
of nothing and breaking tackles 
here and there.” 

The biggest stars of the game 
were Avery, with 269 yards from 
scrimmage, and Fresno State’s 
Ryan Mathews, who had three 
touchdown runs of longer than 60 
yards and gained 234 in all. Avery 
was involved in the two momen- 
tum-shifting plays that ended up 
being the difference for the Bron- 
cos (3-0, 1-0). He ran 74 yards 
before fumbling at the 1-yard 
line, only to be saved when Young 
dived on the ball before it would 
have rolled out of the end zone for 
a touchback. Then, one play after 
Marvin Haynes dropped a poten- 
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tial interception for the Bulldogs 
(1-2, 0-1), Avery took a swing pass 
from Moore and went 67 yards 
for the TD that gave Boise a 48- 
34 lead. 

Those plays helped the Bron- 
cos win for the 57th time in 59 
conference games and keep alive 
their hopes of returning to a Bowl 
Championship Series game. 

Fresno State rallied from a 
24-3 deficit but still lost its 10th 
straight against ranked teams. 
The skid started with a 50-42 loss 
to No. 1 USC in 2005. This game 
provided the appropriate book-

end. “Every time we closed the 
gap, Boise, to their credit, would 
make a big play,” Bulldogs coach 
Pat Hill said. “When it looked like 
we would have a chance to get the 
ball back, bang, they’d make a 
play.” 

The Broncos had two 77-yard 
kickoff returns, an interception 
return for a touchdown, a 60-yard 
touchdown run by D.J. Harper, 
and the big plays from Avery. 
Fresno State had plenty of big 
plays of its own, starting with the 
TD runs of 69, 60 and 68 yards by 
Mathews. 
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No. 5 Penn State 31, Temple 
6: At State College, Pa., Evan 
Royster ran for 134 yards and a 
touchdown as Penn State revived 
its rushing attack. 

Royster had 119 yards by half- 
time, including the 7-yard scoring 
run that gave the Nittany Lions 
a 14-3 lead late in the second 
quarter. 

Daryll Clark threw for 167 
yards and two scores as Penn 
State won its 27th consecutive 
game against its in-state rival. 

Although its run _ blocking 
improved, coach Joe Paterno’s 
squad put on an otherwise un- 
inspiring performance against 
another overmatched nonconfer- 
ence opponent. 

Clark didn’t look sharp at times 
and endured several big hits from 
Temple defenders. 

With two field goals, Temple 
scored more points against Penn 
State than in the three previous 
games combined. 

No. 8 California 35, Minne- 
sota 21: At Minneapolis, Jahvid 
Best wouldn’t allow California’s 
road troubles to continue. 

Best rushed for 131 yards and a 
school-record five touchdowns to 
lift the Golden Bears. 

Kevin Riley overcame a shaky 
start to finish with 252 yards for 
Cal (3-0), which had lost eight of 
its past nine on the road, including 
four in a row to end last season. 

Eric Decker caught eight pass- 
es for 119 yards and two touch- 
downs and threw a TD pass for 
the Golden Gophers (2-1), who 
gave Cal everything it could han- 
dle in their new stadium. Min- 
nesota returned to playing on 
campus after years of calling the 
Metrodome home. 

Adam Weber threw a costly 
interception late in the game and 
Best had too much speed for the 
Gophers, who were in search of 
their first victory over a top-10 
team at home since beating No. 1 
Michigan in 1977. 

On Cal’s opening drive, Best 
burst through the middle, cut 
right and then leaped from the 
3-yard line over a defender 
and into the end zone to cap an 
electrifying, 33-yard run. Best 
capped his historic day with a 
2-yard sprint to the corner. 

No. 11 Ohio State 38, Toledo 
O: At Cleveland, Terrelle Pryor 
hooked up with Dane Sanzen- 
bacher on two touchdown pass- 
es early in the game, and Ohio 
State defused Toledo’s high-scor- 
ing spread attack at Cleveland 
Browns Stadium. 

It was a resounding response 
after a week of criticism and snip- 
ing in the wake of an 18-15 loss to 
No. 3 Southern California. 

Leading an Ohio State (2- 
1) offense that was relatively 
punchless a week earlier, Pryor 
feasted on a Toledo unit giving up 
45 points and almost 500 yards a 
game. 

He passed for three scores, 
completing 17 of 28 passes for 262 
yards, including a 76-yard strike 
to Sanzenbacher on the Buck- 
eyes’ third offensive play and an 
18-yard touchdown on their next 
possession. He also ran for 110 
yards on 12 carries, including a 
touchdown. 

Toledo (1-2) QB Aaron Opelt, 
who came in leading the nation 
in total offense with 437 yards a 
game, was harried all day.

Tide rock ‘i roll 


No. 3 Bama overwhelms North Texas for a 53-7 victory

TUSCALOOSA, Ala. — Greg McElroy passed for 
two touchdowns and rushed for one before sitting out 
most of the second half Saturday in No. 4 Alabama’s 
53-7 college football victory over North Texas. 

Mark Ingram ran for 91 yards and a TD on eight 
carries, and scored on a 29-yard reception for the 
Crimson Tide (3-0) in their final pre-SEC tuneup 
before Arkansas visits. Freshman Trent Richardson 
added 87 yards and a touchdown, and Terry Grant 
scored twice and gained 79 yards. 

It was the highest-scoring game for Alabama 
since a 56-3 triumph over Louisiana Tech in 1993, 
six head coaches ago. 

Star receiver Julio Jones missed the game because 
of a bruised right knee, and the subs got plenty of ac- 
tion after Bama raced to a 30-0 halftime lead. With 
starting quarterback Riley Dodge out because of a 
separated non-throwing shoulder, North Texas (1-2) 
was outgained 523-187. 

McElroy completed 13 of 15 passes for 176 yards, 
including the 29-yarder to Ingram and a 34-yard 
touchdown pass to Marquis Maze before leaving 
after one drive in the third quarter. He ran for a 
2-yard score against a team led by his high school 
coach, Todd Dodge. 

Backup Star Jackson led a field-goal drive in the 


final 2:08 of the first half and was 9 of 13 passing for 
87 yards, the first pass attempts of his career. 

The only downers for Alabama: a game-opening 
fumble by McElroy and Leigh Tiffin’s two missed 
extra points. 

North Texas junior Nathan Tune was 16-for-23 for 
126 yards and a touchdown in his first start, but got 
little help from a run game stymied by the Tide’s 
massive defensive front seven. 

North Texas managed just 61 yards rushing 
— most of it in the fourth quarter — and got seven 
carries for 8 yards from leading rusher Cam 
Montgomery. 

The Tide was without tailback Roy Upchurch 
(high ankle sprain) and Jones, who dressed but 
didn’t play. Upchurch watched in sweats. Their ab- 
sence didn’t seem to slow the offense much. 

Bama converted 10 of 14 third-down plays and col- 
lected 28 first downs to seven for the Mean Green. 
The assortment of backs routinely sprung free for 
nice gains up the middle. 

The Tide’s Javier Arenas had a huge second half 
with punt returns of 36 and 33 yards and a 61-yard 
kick return to set up three scores. 

Alabama had six consecutive scoring drives after 
McElroy lost a fumble on the game’s first play from 
scrimmage, starting with a 13-play, 95-yard march. 

The Tide had 11 plays of 10-plus yards in the first 
half. 
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No. 22 Kansas 44, Duke 16: 
At Lawrence, Kan., Todd Reesing 
threw three touchdown passes 
and Maxwell Onyegbule returned 
an interception 48 yards for a 
score, enabling Kansas to shake 
off a sluggish start. 

Kansas (3-0) found itself trail- 
ing 7-0 after Thad Lewis engi- 
neered a two-play, 87-yard drive 
on Duke’s first possession.

Holliday’s home run 
lifts Cards over Cubs

ST. LOUIS — Matt Holliday’s 
scuffles are over. Same goes for 
the St. Louis Cardinals. 

Holliday homered off Aaron 
Heilman leading off the bottom of 
the ninth inning for a 3-2 victory 
over the Chicago Cubs on Friday 
night that reduced the Cardinals’ 
magic number for clinching the 
NL Central to six. 

The Cardinals had lost five of 
their previous six, ensuring they 
wouldn’t be able to celebrate dur- 
ing a nine-game homestand that 
ends Sunday. 

The team’s slump and his per- 
sonal struggles were no big deal 
for Holliday even if he had failed 
in the ninth. He was 6-for-29 over- 
all and had not appeared to be 
seeing the ball well while going 
1-for-9 the previous two games 
against the Florida Marlins. 

“At some point you figure we 
were going to lose a few,” Holli- 
day said. “I can’t believe people 
expected us to win four out of 
five games the entire last two 
months.” 

Holliday’s liner off a 3-1 pitch 
from Heilman (3-4) landed in 
the Cardinals’ bullpen beyond 
the right-field wall for his 24th 
homer this season, his third ca- 
reer game-winning homer and 
second this year. The Cardinals 
are 9-5 against the second-place 
Cubs, clinching the season series 
for the first time since 2004. 

Heilman was happy with the 
location on a fastball away, if not 
the result. 

“Evidently it’s never a good 
pitch when it goes over the fence,” 
Heilman said. “It’s a tough way to 
lose.” 

Holliday has 13 homers and 49 
RBIs in 50 games with the Cardi- 
nals. He had 11 homers, 54 RBIs 
and hit .286 in 93 games with the 
Oakland Athletics. 

Manager Tony La Russa was 
not surprised when Holliday 
came through. 

“He just hit it absolutely per- 
fect, as pure as you can hit it,” he 
said. “If you hit great all the time, 
you hit .400 or .500, and nobody 
does that.” 


Ted Lilly allowed two runs in 
77/3 innings for Chicago, his sev- 
enth straight strong start since 
coming off the disabled list from 
a shoulder injury. He’s 3-1 with a 
1.53 ERA over that stretch and 
his NL-high 44 victories the last 
three seasons is one more than 
Cardinals 18-game winner Adam 
Wainwright, who pitches Sunday 
in the series finale. 

Lilly said his changeup be- 
trayed him in the fifth, on Ryan 
Ludwick’s single on an 0-2 count, 
and again on Mark DeRosa’s RBI 
triple. 

Ryan Franklin (3-3) struck out 
two and picked off Ryan Theriot, 
his first since August 2007, to end 
the ninth. Kyle McClellan struck 
out four in the seventh and eighth 
for St. Louis, allowing a walk. 

With one out in the first John 
Smoltz gave up consecutive dou- 
bles to Kosuke Fudome, Derrek 
Lee and Aramis Ramirez for a 2- 
0 lead. Lee’s 64 RBIs since July 1 
lead the majors and Ramirez has 
21 RBIs in 21 games. 

Smoltz, pitching on 10 days’ rest 
after a bout of shoulder tendinitis, 
allowed only three singles in his 
last five innings to keep it close.

LOS ANGELES — The Gi- 
ants outhomered the Los Ange- 
les Dodgers, and when it came to 
pitching, San Francisco’s bullpen 
was better, too. 

Eugenio Velez, Pablo Sandoval 
and Aaron Rowand homered and 
pinch-hitter Fred Lewis doubled 
home the go-ahead run with two 
outs in the sixth inning, giving 
the Giants an 8-4 victory Friday 
night in the series opener. 

Manny Ramirez and Rafael 
Furcal homered for Los Angeles, 
which maintained its five-game 
lead over Colorado in the NL West 
when the Rockies lost at Arizona. 

The Giants’ 80th victory — 
their most since winning 91 in 
2004 — moved them within 21/2 
games of Colorado in the wild- 
card race.

The only really gaudy things about 
Brees are his passing statistics. Based 
on his six-touchdown, 358-yard perfor- 
mance in the Saints’ victory over Detroit, 
in last weekend’s opener, that might not 
change any time soon. 

“T could throw 96 touchdowns,” Brees 
joked when asked about the prospect of 
challenging Brady’s record 50 TD tosses 
in 2007.
